12:01 p. W. The President retired shortly after 
leaving Pittsburg, and hed not been seen again up te 
the time the train arrived here. 

Fort WayYnt, Ind.—The presidential train passed 
through this elty without stopping. A salute of 
three guns was fred on its approach. There were 
fully 3,000 persons at the depot, The President did 
not make his appearance while the train was passing 
this place. Fort Wayne is the usual place for chang- 
ing engineson through passenger trains, but the 
presidential train stopped at the junction, about 
three miles west of Fort Wayne, and changed en- 
gines there. 

PLYMovutTnH, Ind.—The presidential train at 9:45 
&. m. meta crowd of 4,000 persons atthe depot to 
see the President, No stop was made as the train 
hed been delayed. Mr. Cleveland appeared upon 
the rear platform and saiuted the peopie, wne cheerea 
bim loudly. 

The train passed Valparaiso on time at 19:36 a, m. 
About 4,000 persons assembled at the depet and 
cheered enmthusiactiealiy as the train passed. The 
President stood on the rear platform and acknowl- 
edged the chee re by raising his hat and bowing. 

HOBART, Ind., 10:51 6. m.—The President's train 
just passed here. There were about 100 persons at 
thestation.

For a 
hour the surging mass of humanity had been 
clamoring at the iron gates and vainiy seek- 
ing entrance to the sacred incilosure, but a 
guard of policemen with batons drawn and 
ever reaay for use onthe slightest provoca- 
tion, belabored the unfortunates who were 
shoved to the front by their less discreet 
Gompanions in the rear. 

At some times these incidents took on an 
appearance of a disgraceful squabble, and 
when at last the President's train did ar- 
rive the police became excited and exerted 
their brief authority in roughly handling not 
only the eager spectators, but the members 
ofthe Reception Committee who were un- 
fortunate enough not to be recognized by the 
officers of the municipality. 

As the President's train drewin at the 
Union Depot the police made another ferce 
onslaught on the crowd, and after a battle of 
thirty seconds or more, made @ passageway 
100 feet wide, through which the dosen dis- 
tinguished visitors of the day were to march. 
As the President stepped off the rear of his 
car he was instantly recognized and, to the 
loud cheer that went up from the crowd, he 
returned a slight bow. 

A minute later he grasped the hand of 
President Palmer of the National Commis- 
gion, who was accompanied by Vice-Presi- 
Gent Stevenson and the following dis- 
tinguished officials and citizens: A. T.

STOLE THE ASHES. 


COLUMBUS REMAINS THE BASIS OF A WORLD'S 
FAIR JANITOR’S STORY. 


CRICAGe, III., April 29.—Ohristopher Colum- 
bus’ ashes were stolen last evening, the glass 
containing them was broken and the price- 
less remains lifted from their resting place 
by an unknown thief, whose presence dese- 
crated the sacred Convent La Rabida at Jack- 
son Park. The ashes were carried from the 
dark corner to the light of a window and 
carefully examined, that no mistake might 
de made, but the delay for examination 
proved Gisastrous to the purpose of the van- 
dal and saved the exposition and posterity 
au that is left of the mortal remains of the 
great explorer and benefactor. 

The theft was discovere atthe inst ant 
the examination was complete, and while the 
little urn was being thrust into the pocket 
ofthe thief. A struggle followed the dis- 
covery, Dut the thief escaped. The ashes 
were saved, however. 

The ashes were confined in a glass urn, 
bound by the corners by bands of pure gold. 
The urn itself rests upon the dust-stained 
board box in Which it has been kept at the 
Cathedral Santa Domingo and —- 
another glass case, diamond-shaped, three 
feet in length and twelve inches in * ht.

PADEREWSEPS PIANO. 


HE TELLS WHY HS INSISTS OWN USING A PAR- 
TICULAR INSTRUMENT. 

Nsw Tonk, April . — The great piantst, 
Paderewsk!. will say farewell to New York in 
arecital at tae Music” Hall this afternoon. 
Whether he will play in Chicago before sall- 
ing tor home next weéK depends upon the 
action of the directors ofthe World's Fair with 
regard to the admission of his plano to the 


Exposition grounds. 

Herr Paderewski feels much aggrieved 
about the criticism made in some quarters 
over his refusal to play upon any other 


plano. 

„When I was in Chicago several weeks ago,” 
he said, ‘‘Mr. Theodore Thomas asked me to 
help him make the inaugural concert of the 
event, and I gladly offered my services. I 
was to play at the concerts of May s and 4 
and receive no pay. It was to be my contri- 
bution toward t Fair.and a tribute of 
thanks upon my part for all the kindness I 
have received from the american ple. 
Mr. Thomas accepted my offer. Nothin as 
saidas to the pianol should use. I took it 
for granted that the particular piano was a 
perecee: matter entirely. For two yearsI 

ave used the particular piano I desired, and 
although there is no contract in existence 
binding me to play upon * or any other 
plano, in justice to myself I can play upon 
no other instrument. 

»The piano that I had is one that I select- 


ed last autumn from a ler number. Before 
using it in concert 2 — at chan y were 
made to suit me and used in the 
seventy concerts 4 Auring this tour. 


This particular piano belongs tome. Itake 
it everywhere. It would be impossible for 
me to do myself justice with any other in- 
strament upon short notice. 

It is strange to me that such a question 
should be raised at all. if Sarasate, tlre fa- 
mous violinist, were going 1 lay at the 
Chicago Fair, ‘do you suppose t the di- 
rectors would require him to —— his Strad - 
ivarius in the lobby and use an instrument 
made dy some gentleman who exhibits vio- 
lins at the Fair? I su Ate that this would de 
done, because as Stadlvarſus has been dead 
quite a while he could pot personally rep- 
resented among the instrument makers. 

The parallel holds good with regard to 
my piano. You might justas well stop the 
members of the orchestra at the aeons — —

THE LIBERTY BELL 


RECEIVED WITH GREAT POMP AND DEPOSITED 
IN THE WORLD’S FAIR GROUNDS. 

Cuicaco, III., April 23.—Beneath leaden 
skies, in a damp and chilly atmosphere and 
a strong northeast wind witich was blowing 
off the biue breast of Lake Michigan 
and ieft the color of its water in 
the noses of the thousands of spectators who 
lined the streets and boulevards, Pennsyl- 
vania’s choicest relic, her great liberty bell, 
was to-day deposited within the walls ot her 
State Building at Jackson Park. 

The bell during its progress to the park 
was the recipient of a continued ovation. It 
was escorted by the highest Officials of 
Philadelphia and Ohicago, surrounded by 
marching troops of regular and citizen 
soldiery, and saluted by the /Presi- 
dent of the nation whose birth it an- 
nounced to the world, All through 
the morning the bell stood upon its car de- 
neath Jackson street bridge surrounded by 
hundreds of people who gazed curiously at 
it as it hung from its large yellow frame. 
Photographers were numerous and they 
„hot it’’ at frequent intervals until it was 
mounted on its car for the triumphal tour 
through the streets.

lic authority. They gained nothing as 
long as they submitted, and it was 
only by becoming rebels and revolution- 
aries that they accomplished anything. 
When public authority becomes merely 
another term for oppression and wrong it 
loses its sacred character as it did in 1776, 
and submission is no longer a virtue but a 
degrading vice. Thereis no danger that 
in this country wrongs will ever have to 
be righted by revolutionary means, but it 
is not wise to make authority an object of 
superstitious reverence. —

OVERHAUL THE DEPARTMENTS. 


The resolution introduced in the Council 
by Mr. Ferriss calling upon the heads of 
city departments for statements in detail 
of expenses, the number of men employed, 
their names and all other facts pertaining 
to the management of the department is a 
commendable move. The necessary basis 
of sound reform is a thorough knowledge 
of the existing conditions which require 
change and improvement. 

The investigating movement should not 
stop with more or less perfunctory reports 
of heads of departments. The municipal 
government should be thoroughly over- 
hauled in a comprehensive and searching 
inquiry. The search - light should be turned 
upon every nook and cranny where abuses, 
extravagance or corruption may hide. The 
charges of ‘‘push’’ barnaclism, favoritism 
and jobbery should be fully tested. The 
people shou be apprised of the extent of 
misgovernment under which they have 
suffered. : 

But to discover the whole truth, al- 
though necessary, is only a small part of 
the duty of the new administration. 
When that is done the work of correction 
must follow or the preliminary step is use- 
less. Is the new Administration prepared 
to uncover all phases of municipal mis- 
government under ite predecessor, and 
not only abolish them, but keep them 
abolished by shutting out the barnacles 
and jobbers of its own party? The people 
should keep an eye on that point.

many-spired city. Even the somnolent 
Philadelphia has risen from his temporary 
lethargy to show how Wright’s wonders will 
bein the van. Not one can see Deyond his 
own doorstep. Each is a prophet for his 
own country, an invalidating paradox. 
There can be nothing more amusing than 
the lofty, unprejudiced air with which they 
relegate the Westerners to the tail end of the 
procession. ‘*St. Louis, Cincinnati and 
Louisville will resume the struggle for tall 
end hopors,’’ isthe comment all along the 
line whenever this section of the base ball 
world receives condescending considera- 
tion.

HARD ON THE PITCHERS. 

The ‘‘fans’’ are worked up just now overa 
point in the pitching rules which the 
captains are threatening to force the um- 
Pires to interpret strictly. The section in 
question reads as follows: 

Rule 27. The pitcher shall take his position facing 
the batsman with both feet square om the ground and 
in front of the pitcher’s plate, but in the act of de- 
livering the ball one foot must be in contact with the 
piteher’s plate defined in rule 5. He shail not raise 
either foot, unless in the act of delivering the ball. 
nor make more than one stepin such delivery. He 
shall hold the ball befere delivery fairly im front of 
bis 2 and insight of the umpire. hen the 
pitcher feigns to throw the ball te a base he must re- 
sume the above position and pense momentarily be- 
fore delivering the ball to the bat. 

If interpreted strictly the base runners can 
beon the move all thetime and it will be 
amusing to watch how the pitchers will get 
over the hardships of the provision. Witha 
man playing wide off second base the twirler 
will be ina quandary. He must not raise his 
foot off the plate after once taking his posi- 
tion unless to deliver the ball. It will throw 
the burden of base watching on the catcher 
and prevent the tiresome delays caused by 
nervous pitchers who are continually throw- 
ing to base. It is going to be a great boon to 
the base stealers unless the pitching talent of 
the League develop into a corps of clever 
contortionists. 

CINCINNATI'S RECREANT CATCHER. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., April 29.—Catcher Mor- 
gan Murphy explains in detall his attitude 
toward the Cincinnati club, which, he said,
